A call for a new inquiry into the 
kosher meat trade was made at 
Sunday’s meeting of the Board of 
Deputies at Woburn House. The 
importation of frozen meat and the 
reorganisation of the kosher meat 
supply as a “communal . service” 
was also suggested, 

Mir. Barnetr JAnner, (Leeds. 
United), President of the Board of 
Deputies, Was in the charr. 

Discussion on kosher meat prices 
and the Consultative Committee set 
up to deal with the problem began 
with a question from Councillor A. 
Scrpter (Pontypridd). “In view of the 
concern widespread in the community 


about the serious effects of rising 
prices Of kosher meat on_ the 
maintenance of kashrut.” he asked. 


“will the Board. through its appro- 
priate committees. consult with the 
National Shechita Council and other 
authorities © concerned about _ the 
practicability of importing frozen 
meat from abroad.” 


Chairman's Resignation 


Mr. R. Lieserman (Brighton and 
Hove), Chairman of the Law, Parlia- 
mentary and General Purposes Com- 
mittee, replied: “We are advised by 
our ecclesiastical authorities that this 
important question is one which comes 
within the competence of the 
National Shechita Council. The 
matter will be further considered by 
the Law. Parliamentary. and General 
Purposes Committee with a view to 
arranging the consultation suggested 
48 soon as possible.” 

He returned to the subject of meat 
again when he submitted the report 
of committee containing the 
reference to the resignation of the 
Chairman of the Consultative Com- 
mittee. Mr. H, Samuets (Wellington. 
N.Z.). The report stated that 
Vir. Samuels—who had been in office 
for three vears—had intended to 


resign for some time but had finally: 


done so at the end of the last meeting 
of the Consultative Committee, held 
on April 13, when the representatives 
of the consumers on that committee 
had refused to consider the proposed 
new prices put before them by the 
retailers. In Mr. Samuels’ view (the 
report stated) such an attitude 
removed “the whole basis for the 
working of the committee.”

Lag b’Omer Pilgrimage

Fifty thousand people went on pil- 
grimage on Tuesday~-Lag b Omer 
to Meron and gathered round the 
tomb of Simeon ben Yochai. one of 
the most prominent Palestinian rabbis 
following the Bar Cochhba revolt, who 
is said to have died on this day. For 
the first time no candles were lit at 
the tomb because last yeur a fire 
broke out. 

Rabbi Toledano. Minister for 
Religious Affairs. and many chassidic 
Kebbes were present. About 1.500 
soldiers joined the procession after 
taking part in a biblical course dur- 
ing the day at Safad conducted by the 
Chief Military Chaplain, Rabbi 
Goren. 

A number of familics— mostly of 
North African origin brought sheep 
and goats which they slaughtered in 
honour of Rabbj Simeon ben Yochai. 
Many chassidim brought their children 


for the traditional Lag bOmer 
haircut, 
Throughout the country bonfires 


were lit and children danced around 
them singing songs about _ ben 
Yochai and Bar Cochba. Numerous 
weddings took place in synagogues 
throughout the country. 

President Ben-Zvi gave a garden 
party here to mark the formal con- 
clusion of Israel's tenth anniversary 
celebrations. Over 2,000 people, 
including members of the Diplomatic 
Corps, representatives of the national 
minority groups, and foreign tourists 
attended the party.

Eisenhower's Message 


A message was received from Presi- 
dent Eisenhower stating that “ through

In so doing they have also encouraged 
greater understanding between the 
citizens of our country and other 
nations through strengthening — the 
foundation of peace.”

Mr. Klutznick. who is retiring from 
the Presidency of the movement.

Victims will receive compensation 
for confiscated bank accounts. 
flight tax. and the levy 
imposed on Jewish property.. Pre- 
ferential treatment will. it is under- 
stood, be given as far as possible to 
small claims. 

Between 7.000 and 8.000) Jewish 
victims of Nazism in many countries 
are expected to benefit from. the 
agreement. At least 75 per cent of 
these claimants live in Britain. 30 per 
cent cach in Isracl and the United 
States. and 15 per cent others 
countries. 


WORLD COURT BLOW 
TO ISRAEL 


Bulgarian Contention

Ihe International Court of Justice 
ruled on Tuesday that it has no juris- 
diction to deal with Israel's 
against Bulgarm for the shooting 
down of an El Al ‘plane in 1955 with 
the loss of 58 lives. 

The vote was twelve to four, the 
latter. comprising Britain. Australia. 
China, and the Israeli ad hoc mem- 
ber, Supreme Court Justice David

members of the Court 
are Norway. Pakistan, France. the 
United States. Poland. the United 
Arab Republic, Uruguay. Argentina, 
Mexico. Greece. Russia, andthe 
Bulgarian representative. 

The court upheld the first poimt of 
the five-point preliminary objection 
submitted. by Bulgaria, namely that 
the court has no jurisdiction over the 
case since Bulgaria was not a member 
of the United Nations and had not 
adhered to the International Court at 
the time of the incident. 

The Court took the view that the 
Bulgarian declaration of 1921 accept- 
ing the compulsory jurisdiction of the 
old League of Nations Court of Inter- 
national Justice was not valid for the 
present Court.

ACHIEVING COHESION IN DAY 
SCHOOL ACTIVITY 


Consultative Body Planned 


[COMMUNICATED] 


A working party to consider the 
scope, purpose, and constitution of a 
consultative body for Jewish day 
schools was set up at a meeting called 
by the Chief Rabbi at Woburn 
House, London, on Sunday. 

Those participating were “ unanim- 
ous in agreeing in principle on the 
need to achieve cohesion in Jewish 
day school endeavour and on the 
desirability of establishing, subject to 
further consideration, the consulta- 
tive body as outlined by the Chief 
Rabbi,” it was stated in a com- 
muniqué issued after the conference. 
(The press was not invited. 

On his return from Israel Rabbi 
Dr. S. Schonfeld is to be invited to 
join the working party, which con- 
sists of Mr. L. Globe, Dr. J. S. Fox, 
ur. S. S. Levin, Alderman A. Moss, 
Rabbi Dr. E. Munk, Mr. F. Weil, and 
Mr. N. Rubin (Secretary). 

The group was instructed to report 
to a further plenary conference to be 
convened by Dr, Brodie. It was 
decided not to proceed with the 
appointment of hon. officers until 
afier the working party had reported. 

Welcoming those present the Chief 
Rabbi, who presided, expressed his 
pleasure at the broadly representative 
nature of the gathering. It was a 
not inconsiderable achievement, he 
said, that representatives of practically 
every Jewish school in this country 
had come together with the common 
purpose of ascertaining how far they 
could co-operate in furthering the 
development of Jewish day school 
education-on a religious basis——-he was 
deeply gratified to know that all 
Jewish day schools in this country 
placed primary emphasis on tradi- 
tional religious education—and 
promoting and protecting the interests 
of all Jewish schools, particularly in 
their dealings with the Ministry of 
Education and local education 
authorities. 


Communal Life-Line 


The Chief Rabbi stated that he had 
always placed the greatest emphasis 
on the establishment and development 
of Jewish day schools, for “ Jewish 
religious education is our life-line, 
and our young are the pledge we give 
for the future in terms of Jewish 
conunuity and identity.” 

A measure of co-operation in the 
promotion of common objectives was 
essential ; it had been achieved by the 
other religious denominations in the 
country, to their mutual benefit. Its 
need and desirability were self-evident 
and he felt certain that sooner or 
later logic and common sense would 
overcome real and artificial obstacles. 
He was determined to bring about 
such co-operation during his term of 
thee as Chief Rabbi. 

Dr. Brodie made it clear that the 
body he envisaged would not in any 
way encroach upon the complete 
autonomy. of individual schools or 
groups of schools; nor would it 
attempt to assume any powers of 
compulsion. It would act only by 
common consent, and its primary 
function would be to consult with the 
Other denominational educational 
bodies on matters of common con- 
cern and to advise and make repre- 
sentations to the central and local 
education authorities in matters affect- 
ing Jewish denominational schools 
collectively, and in those affecting one 
- a number of them where they so 

esired, 

In the discussion that followed 
‘ppreciation was expressed to the 
Chef Rabbi for the timely and 
important initiative that he had taken 
Culling the meeting.

A representative of the Jewish 
Secondary Schools Movement and of 
some independent schools stated at 
the meeting that the institutions he 
represented “cannot commit them- 
selves to affiliation with a body before 
they know clearly and exactly -what 
are its purposes and procedure.” He 
added: “ We fear that we might well 
find our activities hampered by the 
existence of an over-all body claim- 
ing to represent schools and upon 
whose activities the schools might 
have inadequate control.” 

On behalf of the Yesodey Hatorah 
Schools it was stated that “with the 
advent of political schools a 
dangerous precedent has been 
created.” The representatives of the 
schools would attend the meeting 
“out of respect for the Chief Rabbi, 
as observers only” 


Z.F. STATEMENT 


The Zionist Federation Educational 
Trust has issued a statement paying 
tribute to the Chief Rabbi's initiative. 

The statement welcomes the pro- 
posal for a consultative council 
initiated by Dr. Brodie “so as to 
secure a state of normality § in 
denominational education similar to 
that already in existence in other 
denominational bodies.” 

It adds: “ We believe that so long 
as this initiative results in the estab- 
lishment of one over-all consultative 
body in the day schools educational 
set-up in this community, there is an 
important field for co-operation. .. . 
We were happy to be included in 
the working party which has been set 
up to go into the whole question of 
the scope and terms of reference of 
such a proposed consultative council.”

NEW MINISTER 
INDUCTED 


Dayan Swift’s Plea at 
Kingsbury 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“Judaism by proxy” would never 
survive; for a minister's leadership 
to be successful congregants must be 
ready to follow, declared Dayan 
Morris Swift on Sunday. 

_ He was speaking during the induc- 
tion of Rabbi aurice Hool as 
minister of the Kingsbury District 
Synagogue (Kingsbury Green, N.W.9). 

Dayan Swift said that he hoped 
that the new minister would be given 
the opportunity to lead and that the 
congregation would follow him, so 
that their joint efforts would be 
crowned with success. The minister 
would be blamed if the synagogue 
were empty or if pupils were lacking 
at Hebrew Classes, but what was the 
use if the congregants did not attend 
or if the parents did not send their 
children to the classes? Where was 
the minister's place? Was it at 
Hyde Park or Aldermaston or was 
it in the synagogue pulpit? An 
empty synagogue filled a minister 
with ores if those who sought the 
ideals of Judaism were not there to 
listen to his words. 3 

The Dayan went on: “Only 
traditional Judaism can save the 
Situation ; not reformed nor deformed 
nor misinformed Judaism but only 
informed Judaism can save the com- 
munity and hold back the tidal wave 
of Am-Haaratzut.” 


Enriching Jewish Life 


Rabbi Hool spoke of the place of 
the Kingsbury congregation within 
the framework of the United Syna- 
ogue. Each congregation, he said, 
ad its own distinctive contribution 
to make to the enrichment of true 
spiritual life. 

The service was conducted by the 
Rev, J. Grant, Reader of the Kings- 
bury Synagogue, assisted by a choir 
under the direction of r. Jack 
Marcus. 

At the reception, over which Mr.

Jewish Education, which the 
Board of Deputies has 
approved, will “ focus attention on 
Jewish education on a_ global 
scale.” That all-embracing phrase 
drips the sugary unctuousness of 
the Public Relations Officer and 
has the overwhelming advantage of 
not involving anyone in a ha’porth 
of responsibility for anything. 
In “Bleak House” Dickens por- 
trays a Mrs. Jellyby who in her 
zeal to convert the heathen neglects 
her own family. The type is age- 
less, not confined to the female 
sex and as familiar in Woburn 
House as in Bleak House, While 
the Board of Deputies occupies 
itself with Jewish education “on a 
global scale,” in the very same 
building a local body doing quiet 
but important educational work is 
in danger of folding up for want 
of a miserably small sum. 

The Central Council of Jewish 
Religious Education has just sent 
out one more circular to its con- 
Stituents asking them to pay their 
dues, and if they do not respond 
it will dissolve. It is administered 
on a budget of £2,000, of which 
half comes from the Londun Board 
and half is supposed to come 
from the provinces. The provinces 
between them have never sub- 
scribed more than £500, and quite 
rightly the London Board, which 
has its own financial worries, is 
disinclined to continue to carry an 
organisation if those who are its 
beneficiaries are indifferent to its 
needs. 

The moral is that, like obtaining 
a bank overdraft, it is easier to 
raise £20,000 than £2,000, Past 
leaders of the Central Council were 
shortsighted in resisting proposals 
for enlarging its work so that it 
would make a greater impact on 
the public mind. An organisation

can afford to do good by stealth 
only when its income is assured. 
But the narrow parochialism which 
begrudges a few guineas to a 
national institution is beyond 
belief, especially when the elected 
representatives of the same con- 
gregations are preening themselves 
on educational efforts “on a 
global scale.” |

Newspaper reports do not bring 
one close enough to see the warts, 
but from the distance the General 
Assembly of the Church of Scotland 


is an impressive body. It has ordered 


the administrative affairs of its 
Church, debated moral issues, taken 
a stand on Central Africa, and heard 
the Home Secretary speak on the 
problems of crime. But the great 
decision of the General Assembly has 
been on its relations with the English 
Church. The Church of Scotland is 
Presbyterian ; it believes that, though 
ministers and laymen have different 
functions, they are equal in status. 
The Church of England is episcopa- 
lian and holds that bishops and 
priests are set apart from their fellow- 
men. A Jew naturally feels greater 
affinity with the Scots outlook—and 
will not be surprised to learn that 
Christian scholars. believe that the 
Presbyterian system of church 
government springs from the polity 
of the ancient synagogue. Have we 
drifted away from our own system ? 
On no basis of principle, rabbis and 
laymen now stand apart. They never 
meet in council together, and the lack 
of understanding of each other's 
problems is considerable. I fancy 
that if we had developed a General 
Assembly there would-be a little less 
back-biting.

COUNTING 


So teach us to number our days 
that we may pet us a heart of 
wisdom. (Psalm xc, 12.) 


‘ix familiar words are part 
of a Psalm read every 
Sabbath of the year. Like 
most liturgical renderings in 
frequent use the meaning of the 
words and their deeper implication 
fail to register until special atten- 
tion is focused on them. The more 
is the pity; for nothing could be 
more appropriate to our age than 


the message which this verse 
conveys. 
The Psalm as a whole is a 


wonderful composition. Hts author 
is supremely conscious of the fleet- 
ing passage of time. He bids us 
examine life. We see men striving 
to accumulate wealth, and we ask 
what they gain by it, for they will 
die and leave their fortune to 
others. Some struggle to achieve 
power and glory, but these, too, 
pass and many are left to rue their 
mistakes. Others seem to spend 
their time in the pursuit of pleasure. 
How valueless, for the body 
weakens and is soon left powerless 
to enjoy the objects of an earlier 
craze. The Psalmist realised all 
this and rightly called all this 
expenditure of energy “ travail and 


nothingness.” 


AS an alternative the Psalmist 

urged man to count his days, 
assuring him that thereby he would 
gain wisdom. But what is the 
wisdom which comes with the con- 
sciousness of time ? The Psalmist 
does not specify. He leaves it to 
us to seek and find it. Perhaps, 
after all, it is to be found in what 
Judaism calls the foundation of 
wisdom, which is the fear of God, 
the sense of awe and reverence, the 
appreciation of the place of the 
commandment and its effect on life 
and conduct, an understanding of 
humanity and its needs, the pursuit 
of the good life and the good deed. 
For if life is brief it is for us to

assess it well and not to fritic: |, 
away in worthless pursuits 

Such soliloquies are, indeed 
appropriate for this modern 
for we are growing increasingly 
oblivious of time. We have only 
to think of the hectic pace o{ our 
life, the sheer lunacy of rushing ang 
scurrying like so many ants in ay 
anthill. If only we could gain 
correct perspective we would reise 
how stupid we are. Our cars tri\¢) 
faster, our aircraft are jet-propelled 
we delight to travel faster thay 
sound, we traverse distance, 
speeds beyond the average yan’ 
evaluation. And all to what 
purpose ? We say that thereby we 
save time. But what do we gain 
from the time we save and to \ ha: 
purposes is jt put ? 


"THERE must be many who mourn 

the passing of the leisurely days 
when we had time to read and think 
and ponder and meditate. Whey 
we delighted to walk leisurely 
through the fields and imbibe the 
beauties of nature, Or commune 
with our souls and find peace of 
mind. Such pastimes are now 
regarded a luxury which few cap 
afford. To think and to meditate 
is possible only if one escapes from 
the bustle of life. A sad reflection 
on our times that one needs to 
escape in order to think. 

How much more pleasant to 
adopt the Psalmist’s advice and 
to conscious not just of time 
but of each day jn time; to mark 
the passing by awareness of its 
effect on our personal and social 
life. If that were our habit, then 
the days might mean something 
real and positive. We might even 
appreciate the Psalmist’s poetic 
allusion to “day to day uttereth 
speech,” and realise that each day 
may call to the next, registering our 
advancement in understanding. 
arousing a deeper consciousness of 
our responsibility. Only the count- 
ing of the days makes life full. It 
slackens the pace of their passing 
and calls for greater assessment of 
each daily action. This is indeed 
true wisdom.

CONGRESS 


Chief Rabbi to be 
~ Represented

The Chief Rabbi, Dr. Israel Brodie, 
has been invited to the Atlantic Con- 
gress which will be opened by the 
Queen in London next Friday. 

Like the other religious heads, the 
Chief Rabbi will be represented by 
a personal delegate. He has chosen 
Mr. A. G. Brotman, Secretary of the 
Board of Deputies. 

Other members of the British dele- 
gation who are expected to attend 
the Congress are Professor Max 
Beloff, the historian, and Commander 
Kenneth H. S. Cohen, an Executive 
member of the European-Atlantic 
Group. 

The largest delegation will be that 
of the United States, totalling over 
120. Included in that number are 
Senator Jacob Javits; Mr. Jacob 
Blaustein, the Hon. President of the 
American Jewish Committee ; Rabbi 
David de Sola Pool, Munister- 
Emeritus of the Spanish and Portu- 
guese Congregation of New York; 
Dr. Max Arzt, Vice-President of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary, New 
York : and Mr. David Sarnoff, Presi- 
dent of the Radio Corporation of 
America. 

Among the French delegates is M. 
André Maurots. 

The purpose of the Atlantic Con- 
gress, which will last for six days, 
is to discuss the position of the Nato 
alliance ten years after its inception.

Virulent attacks on Jews as well as 

oes were made by speakers at 

a “Stop the coloured invasion” rally 

held by the White Defence League 

and the National Labour Party .at 
Trafalgar Square on Sunday. 

Colin Jordan, editor of “ Black 
and White News,” an anti-colour 
magazine which was on sale, declared 
that the Jews, as the greatest 
nationalists in the world, nevertheless 
favoured marriages among the white 
and coloured populations of this 


country. He attributed coloured 
immigration Britain to Jewish 
influence. 


On sale at the meeting also was a 
pamphlet entitled “Look Out.” It 
asked people, among other things, to 
observe that Jews were “ dominating 
the organs of mass propaganda :

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KEEPING YIDDISH ALIVE 
Reception for P.E.N. President

The Yiddish poets, essayists, and 
siory-writers now in America would 
do credit to any of the world’s great 
literatures, said Dr. Shlomo Bickel, 
President of the Yiddish P.E.N. 
Centre in New York, when I spoke 
to him before the reception given in 
his honour at the Adler Hall, Adler 
Street, E., on Sunday. 

Representatives of several organisa- 

—— tions joined in 
x paying tribute to 
Dr. Bickel, who, 
accompanied by 
his wife, is visit- 
ing this country 
for the first time. 
He is on his way 
to Israel, where 
he will study the 
cultural relations 
between Jews in 
the State and in 
the Diaspora. 

Dr. Bickel was 
Dr. S. Bickel = horn in Galicia in 
1896 and served as an officer in the 
Austrian army. Later he lived in 
Rumania, where he practised law and 
journalism before moving to New 
York. He is the author, of several 
books of essays. 

Mr. A. M. Kaizer, for the Associa- 
tion of Jewish Journalists and Writers, 
spoke of Dr. Bickel’s great creative 
powers and said that his: pen was 
always fresh and fruitful. Mr. A. 
Steinberg, for the World Jewish Con- 
gress, and Mr. J. Fraenkel, for the 
Jewish Agency, both praised Dr. 
Bickel’s literary style. Other speakers 


were Dr. M. Zylberberg, for Yivo, 
and Mr. J. Leftwich, Rerepena repre- 
sentative of the Yiddish P.E.N. Mr. 
J. Stencl read a Yiddish poem written 
by himself. 

Dr. Bickel gave an address, in 
which he described the lives of three 
of the great leaders of the Chassidic 
Movement—Rabbi Isracl of Ruzin. 
Rabbi Mendel of Kotsk, and Rabbi 
Nachman of Bratzlay. 

The Ruziner Rebbe had been 
known as the “king,” because of his 
regal attire and behaviour. To his 
disciples he was indeed a king. 

The Kotsker Rebbe had been a 
philosopher, who interpreted the com- 
mandment “Thou Shalt Not Steal” 
aS meaning also that one must not 
cheat one’s conscience. He was against 
self-satisfied people who left their 
prayers to the rebbe. 

Rabbi Nachman of Bratzlav, a 
great-grandson of the Baal Shem Tov. 
had been an artist in the telling of 
tales and was regarded by literars 
historians as one of the forerunners 
of Yiddish fiction. He had died in 
yh but he had disciples even to this 

ay.

SYNAGOGUES VITAL 
TO COMMUNITY 


Z.F. Chairman’s Remarks 
Resented

An appeal to the community to 
“resist the take-over bid by Mr. 
Woolf Perry (Chairman of the Zionist 
Federation) and his associates,” was 
made on Monday by Rabbi M. Ber- 
man, of Wembley. He was address- 
ing a meeting held by the Western 
Synagogue (Crawford Place, W.1). 
Rabbi David Miller, minister of the 
Synagogue, presided. 

Having recalled some of the recent 
public statements which had been 
made by the Chairman of the Zionist 
Federation, Rabbi Berman said: “It 
would be a tragedy from the point 
of view of Jewry, the Anglo-Jewish 
community, and, indeed, of the State 
of Israel as well, if Mr. Perry and 
his associates were to ‘conquer the 
community. ...1 believe Mr. Perry 
does a great disservice to Israel by 
running down our synagogues here. 
Without a synagogue the community 
could not survive, and it is the really 
conscientious Jew who is taught to 
pray for, love, and support Israel.” 


Resisting “ Conquerors ” 


Rabbi Berman stated that it was 
unnecessary for Mr. Perry to attempt 
to congucr Anglo-Jewry in order to 
build up Israel, and that it was in the 
interest of Israel that there should 
continue to exist strong and indepen- 
dent Jewish communities in the 
Diaspora, 

It was time the community realised, 
he added, the methods and object 
which the “ conquerors ” had in mind. 


First there was penetration, promises, 
and assurances, and then there “is 
conquest with the object of obtaining 


complete control.” 


Rabbi Berman, who was speaking 
on “ Prospects for Anglo-Jewry,” said 
that the community here, which was 
numerically the third strongest in the 
free world, and which had a proud 
record of support for Israel, should 
preserve its own distinctive character. 
The average Jew in this country was 
today much more conscious of his 
Jewishness than for a long time past, 
and the Chief Rabbinate here was at 
the pinnacle of its influence among 
communities of the

Commonwealth.

Mrs. Janner complained that when 
the Committee had met there was 
nothing to discuss but how to spread 
the increase over the various cuts of 
meat, while she had insisted that the 
increase itself should first ‘be con- 
sidered by all concerned, 

“The time has come when the 


religiows authorities cannot any more 
dissociate themselves from the price 
and quality of kosher meat. The 
women in the community are getting 
tired of paying high prices for poor 
quality meat.” She said. “1 ask the 
Board to refer the paragraph back and 
thereby to show the community that 
the Board are aware of the seriousness 
of the position and that they want 
all concerned 40 come together and 
remedy it.” 

The motion for the reference back 
was seconded by Councillor S. Davies 
(Manchester, Higher Broughton). 

Councillor Davies suggested ‘that 
the time had come to reconsider 
the terms of reference of the Con- 
sultative Commitice. For the whole 
position “has become ridiculous 
while the consumers on the Gom- 
mittee were not cxperts m the meat 
trade, the representatives of the 
rctaslers and whelesalers were experis 
and were “in @ position to confuse 
the issuc.” It was essential that the 
Committee should go on. bat there 
must be a mew set-up se that the Com- 
mittee could be of use to the con- 
sumers and could also consider the 
new. situation which had =  arsen 
through the availability of [frozen pre- 
packed fowl and the possibility of 
frozen ymported meat. 


Drastic Steps Urged 


Mr. Super and Mr. S. W. 
(Vine Court), speaking in support of 
Mrs. Janner’s motion, hinted at the 
need for the community to take drastic 
steps with regard to the meat situation. 
The former sas that they might con- 
sider the setting up of a “service of 
kosher meat suppl, from which the 
profit motive shoukd be_ eliminated 
altogether.” 

Mr. Sumuels said that he had been 
reluctant to accept the position of 
Chairman of the Consultative Com- 
mittee because he had Known that i 
would make him unpopular with both 
sides—the consumers and the traders.

CENTRAL COUNCIL 
CRISS 


The Central Council of Jewish 
Religious. Education is faeing a crisis, 
and the Chairman of the Council, 
Rabe De. S. Goldman, has sent a 
letier t presidents and seerctanes of 
all provincial communities seliciting 
their help in overcoming it. 

The letter points out that when the 
Council was reorganised in 1950 its 
principal tasks included the inspection 
of provincial classes and the organisa- 
uen af the Youth Siudy Group move- 
ment, with ifs summer and winter 
schools.

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HEBREW CLASSES “SQUALID” 


Community is Blamed 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


In many of the synagogue Hebrew 
classes in this country children sat in 
almost squalid conditions, imbibing 
education in a manner which would 
put the old Victorian board-schools 
to shame, said Miss B. J. Barwell, 
when she acted as “editor” of a 
“ Living Newspaper on Jewish Educa- 
tion,” at a meeting arranged at 
Wembley Synagogue, last week, by its 
Literary and Social Society. 

Presenting a “ leader” on part-time 
Jewish education, Miss Barwell said 
that there were only a few Hebrew 
classes in the country which could 
boast of modern equipment. 

The majority of the children had 
to spend their most formative years 
in dingy buildings with tattered books 
and uncomfortable desks. 

Miss Barwell did not believe that 
the fault lay with the teachers. “I 
place the blame fairly and squarely 
on the Jewish community, which has 
made no demands on the Jewish 
educational authorities in respect of 
its synagogue classes,” she said. 

She added that methods of presen- 
tation in Hebrew classes were out- 
moded, and demanded _ refresher 
courses for the teachers. 

Rabbi G. Ellinson, who, in addition 
to his ministerial duties at Edgware, 
teaches at a Jewish Secondary 
Schools Movement establishment, 
chose as his subject “ Torah Educa- 
tion in Jewish Secondary Schools.” 

His criticism of part-time educa- 
tion was confined mainly to the lack 
of trained teachers. The part-time 
system could not succeed, he said, 
because it had three basic deficiencies. 
The first was the lack of trained 


teachers; the second was a lack of 
discipline (there was some sort of sub- 
conscious notion among children that 
there was one level of behaviour at 
school and another at Hebrew 
classes); and the third factor was the 
resentfulness of children “being 
forced to attend” Hebrew classes 
while their friends were out playing 
tennis. 

Dr. I. Fox, Chairman of the Zionist 
Federation Day Schools Committee, 
was another contributor to the “ news- 
paper.” His subject was “A New 
Trend in Jewish Day Schools.” In 
order to understand their sacred 
heritage children had to acquire a 
knowledge of the Hebrew language. 
“The Jewish people must become 
bilingual,” he said, 

Mr. Harold Levy, Inspector for 
the Central Council of Jewish Reli- 
gious Education, spoke on “ Leaves 
From a Teacher's Notebook.” He 
advocated the formation of central 
classes in which children could learn 
something about Jewish history other 
than the wanderings of the children of 
Israel into the desert—“a_ desert 
from which they never get out !” 

Another contributor was Mr. W. W. 
Stanton, Headmaster of the Has- 
monean Grammar School. (He was 
unable to be present and his paper on 
“ Jewish Aided Schools” was read by 
Mr. B. Rich.) Referring to the mis- 
givings of some Jewish parents that 
segregation would make it difficult 
for Jewish boys to mix with non-Jews 
after leaving school, Mr. Stanton said 
that his boys had never had the 
slightest difficulty in mixing with non- 
Jews. Another misgiving was whether 
a Jewish grammar-school could be as 
successful as a non-Jewish one. “ Our 
record shows that it can,” he said.

AT UPTON PARK 


Foundation-Stone Laid

Only a few minutes after the

The foundation-stone was laid by 
the Chairman of the Building Com- 
mittee, Mr. Mark Hockley, after a 
service in the adjacent synagogue 
which was conducted by Dayan Dr.

At the reception cleven speakers 
voiced their pleasure that after 15 
years of effort the dreams of the con- 
gregants had at last been realised. 


As a memento of the occasion, and 
in appreciation of his efforts, a silver 
trowel was presented to Mr. Hockley. 
who said that the final cost of the hall 
would be about £10,000.

Mr. Lindner was born in Stepney. 
the second of three sons of Polish 
immigrants. His 
early education

lege, Cheltenham. 
from where he 
won a scholar- 
ship to Fitz 
wiliam College, 
Cambridge. 

He was called 
to the Bar at Middle Temple in 1935 
and took silk in 1953. He was 
regarded as a leading advocate in the 
(Chancery Division, dealing mainly 
with union and company matters. 

His interest in Jewish communal 
affairs were many and varied, Before 
the last war he regularly gave his 
services as a fearless speaker for the 
Anti-Defamation campaign, particu- 
larly in North London, and later took 
4 great interest in the Jewish Friendly 
Society movement. 

But it was since the end of the 
war that he became identified with 
many of the community's charitable 
nd political organisations. He was 
a member of the Board of Deputies, 
representing the West London Syna- 
cogue, from 1952 to 1958. 

His work for the London Jewish 
Board of Guardians started in 1952 
as a member of the Functions Com- 
mittee, and in the following year he 
became a member of the Welfare of 
the Aged Committee, a branch of the 
work in which he was interested up 
to the time of his last illmess. He

became Chairman of the Infirm Aged 
mittce im 1955 and played a 

prominent part in the establishment 
of Tudor ouse, at Grayshott, the 
Board's home for the infirm aged. 

Mr. Lindner was on the Board of 
the United Restitution Organisation, 
dealing with the ae of advances 
to refugees who failed to lodge their 
claims in time, having been nomin- 
ated by the World Jewish Congress. 

The British Technion Committee 
was another organisation which 
claimed Mr. Lindner’s interest. He 
was at one time Vice-Chairman and 
was later elected a Vice-President. He 
was also actively associated with the 
Legal Group of the Friends of the 
Hebrew University. 

Mr. Lindner, who lived in Hove, 
leaves a widow and a daughter. 


MR. E. GOLDWATER 


_ Mr. Erwin Goldwater, who died last 
Friday in his late 60s, was actively 
identified with many aspects of 
Dublin's communal life for very many 
years, at the time of his death being 
President of the Terenure Hebrew 
Congregation, of which he was one of 
the main founders, writes our Dublin 
correspondent. 

He also took a leading part in the 
establishment of the Home for Aged 
and Infirm Jews of Ireland, becom- 
ing Chairman and later Life Vice- 
President. He took a special interest 
in the Dublin Jewish Board of 
Guardians. 

An accomplished musician, Mr. 
Goldwater came to Dublin in 1914 
and enjoyed considerable vogue as 
solo violinist at the Carlton Cinema, 
from which he went later to the 
Metropole as Musical Director. He 
also had a flair for acting and played 
many leading rdles with the (now 
defunct) Dublin Jewish Dramatic 
Society, and also acted in some 
professional productions, 

A man of modest and kindly dis- 
position, he was liked as well as 
respected by all sections of the com- 
munity. He is survived by his widow. 


DR. HANS KLEE 


The death occurred on Thursday of 
last week in Locarno of Dr. Hans 
Klee, the well-known Zionist and 
communal leader, journalist, and 
author. 


Dr. Klee, who was aged 53, was the 
son of the late Dr. Alfred Klee, Presi- 
dent of the Berlin Jewish community. 
He was a Vice-President of the Swiss 
Zionist Federation and President of 
the Association of General Zionists in 
Switzerland. He was also a member 
of the Executive of the World Con- 
federation of General Zionists and of 
the Zionist Actions Committee. He 
had attended the Zionist Congresses 
in Ziirich (1937), Basle (1946), and 
Jerusalem (1951 and 1956). 

Dr. Klee was a leading member of 
the World Ose Union and of the Swiss 
Federation of Jewish Communities. 
His extraordinary talents in the fields 
of journalism and oratory made him 
one of the most respected and beloved 
personalities among Swiss Jewry, our 
Geneva correspondent writes. 

_ In the death of Dr. Klee world 
Zionism has lost a leader who gave 
all his working life to the cause.

Abramson, a well-known member of 
the Glasgow community, who for 
many years had taken an active part 
in the work of several organisations, 
our Glasgow correspondent writes.

Mr. Abramson, who was a generous 
contributor to all Jewrsh causes, 
served in the Special Constabulary 
during the last war and rose to the 
rank of imspector. He was 55, and is 
survived by his widow. 


MR. JOHN FOSTER DULLES 


Few men in public life have sur- 
passed John Foster Dulles as contro- 
versial figures during the six years he 
held the position of American Secre- 


| tafy of: State from 1953 until last 


month when he was forced by 
iliness to resign. At the time of 
his resignation President Eisenhower 
said that Dulles was the greatest 
Secretary of State the U.S.A. ever had, 
but the public and future historians 
will probably disagree with that 
summation, our Washington corre- 
spondent writes. 


Although an ardent Republican, 
Dulles was instrumental in the early 
years following the Second World War 
in the development of a bi-partisan 
approach to foreign policy. 


When a vacancy occurred in a 
New York Senate seat early in 1949, 
Governor Dewey nominated Dulles for 
the seat and he served for one year, 
during which he helped to draft the 
N.A.T.O. organisation and to obtain 
its approval by Congress. In the 1949 
Senatorial election in New York he 
was opposed by former Governor 
Herbert H. Lehman, who defeated 
Dulles in a close and bitter campaign 
during which Dulles was accused of 
making some unfriendly remarks 
about Jews. 

For the most part United States 
relations with Israel under Dulles, 
namely, from 1953 to about 1958, 
were strained. At times he was accused 
of pursuing a pro-Arab and antt- 
Israel policy. pinions as to the 
origin of this attitude varied. Some 
held it resulted from a trip to the 
Middle East which he made in the 
spring of 1953 and from which he 
returned with strong pro-Arab views. 
Others maintained that it dated back 
to his defeat by Lehman in 1949. This 
has never been clarified. 

Under Dulles, the State Department 
each year continued to cut economic 
aid for Israel, from $70,000,000 in 
1952 to only $7,500,000 this year, 
“while at the same time increasing all 


types of aid for the Arab countries. 

A high point of antagonism toward 
Israel occurred at the time of the Sinai 
campaign in 1956 when the United 
States, at Dulles’s. recommendation, 
teamed up with the Sovict Union to 
condemn Israel and to order the with- 
drawal of Israeli troops from Sinai. 
In his last year, however, Dulles had 
given evidence of a change of heart 
towards Israel, which was not only a 
recognition of Israel's loyalty to the 
West, but partly a result of his dis- 
appointment in Nasser for having 
enabled the Soviet Union to gain a 
foothold in the Middle East and ior 
his anti-Western stand. 


In a cable of condolences sent to 
President Eisenhower on behalf of 
the Israeli Government, Mr. Ben- 
Gurion, the Premier, said: “Our 
people regarded Dulles as a wise and 
loyal friend, even at times when there 
were differences between us, for we 
knew that he appreciated our young 
State as a bastion of human freedom 
and spiritual and material progress. 
He was devoted to the spiritual heri- 
tage of our prophets and was a true 
friend to all peoples endeavouring to 
preserve their internal and external 
freedom.”

Undesirable Activities in Germany

MUNICH 

The Bavarian Ministry of Internal 
Affairs is reported to have given 
instructions that the publishers and 
editors of Hungarian fascist and anti- 
semitic publications in Bavaria be 
asked to leave the Federal Republic 
as soon as possible. The reason given 
was that they were “undesirable 
persons” because of their anti- 
democratic and anti-Jewish activities. 
The report says that the Hungarians 
will be told to ask for asylum in 
another European country. 

The publications concerned are 
“Hidverock” and “Cel,” which 
claim to be the journals of the 
extremist groups among the Hun- 
arian refugees living in this country. 
They have been published in Bavaria 
for some. years without meeting any 
opposition from the German 
authorities. Only recently the com- 
petent German legal authorities 
declared that there was no legal basis 
for effective action against these anti- 
democratic papers. 


Reports of the fascist activities of 
Hungarian refugees living in Bavaria 
appeared in THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
in March, and last month we pub- 
lished extracts from virulently anti- 
semitic articles which appeared in 


their publications.

Robert Kremer, 39-year-old former 
publisher and editor of the neo-Nazi 
and antisemitic periodical “Die 
Anklage ” (The Accusation), has been 
sentenced to two years’ imprisonment 
by the Federal Supreme Court at 
Karlsruhe. 

He was convicted for publishin 
and circulating anti-constitutiona 
literature and for defaming the 
Federal German Republic, its 
democratic régime, and the victims 
of Nazi persecution. 

Several trials of people accused 
of complicity in mass murders durin 
the war are pending in the Federa 
Republic at the moment. In 
Hanover Gerhard Shneider, a 46- 
ear-old former -S.S. officer who 
eaded an “ Einsatzkommando” in 
Nazi occupied territorics in the East, 
has been arrested and charged with 
complicity in the murder of 20,000 
Jews in Poland and Russia. 

At Hanau the trial started this 
week of two former Nazi _ police 
officers, Wilhelm Unkelbach and 
Georg Schlosser, charged with the 
murder of Jews in the ghetto at 
Czestochowa.

Mr. Ben-Gurion has maintained for 
ears, namely that financial and other 
elp for Israel does not come only 
from those who are within the 
Zionist Movement. 

There will not be, and indeed there 
could not be, any sudden and 
dramatic end to the Zionist Move- 
ment. It is too large an organisa- 
tion with too many ramifications and 
obligations and responsibilities ; but 
a gradual process of dying has per- 
haps already begun. Its leaders feel 
it: its members sense it; and Mr.

First Defeat 


This was issued by the Egyptian 
Ministry of Education, and was edited 
by the Ministry of National Guid- 
ance, with an introduction by Abdul 
Nasser himself. This is what Egypt's 
ruler had to say then: “Our first 
clash with Zionism brought us defeat ; 
our war was a failure because of 
others.” And again: “Watch and 
look what a small people, which made 
up its mind to turn a dream into 
reality, has achieved. Today it enjoys 
independence, it has its own army, 
and its ma. flies proudly over the 
land of Palestine.” 

Perhaps this book is one of the 
most important, because it is required 
teaching in all Egyptian secondary 
schools. 

A book by a Palestine Arab 
scholar. Kadri Toukan, called “ Ba’ad 
F-Nakhbab” (After the Tragedy), 
caused wide repercussions in the 
Arab world. Toukan, head of the 
A-Najah College in Nablus, 
approaches the subject from an educa- 
tional int of view. “We were 
defeated because of our superficial 
education, the lack of suitable 
teachers, and other reasons,” Toukan 
writes. 

He expressed the belief that con- 
tributing to the “tragedy™ were not 
military organisation and lack of 
funds: the main reason was Arab 
backwardness in social and educa- 
tional standards. His conclusions 
were: “The Arabs must learn from 
the West and the Jews. Science alone 
will decide the fate of the Middle 
East in the future, and it will decide 
whether Palestine Arabs will survive 
or not.” 

Finally. there is the text-book of 
Colonel Mohammed Salah e-Din 
Hussein: senior Egyptian staff officer 
and lecturer at Cairo’s Staff College. 
“Aina Misra min Haza el Alem” 
(Where Does Egypt Stand in the 
World Today ?) is taught to every 
Egyptian officer. This officer makes 
an important point. not mentioned by 
the other Arab authors. The reason 
the Arabs want the repatriation of the 
Palestine Arabs is not as humani- 
tarian as it might appear. 

“We should urge the repatriation 
to Israel and the payment of full 
compensation in order to weaken 
Israel, to force her to divert her 
resources to unconstructive payments, 
instead of devotine them to 
strengthening her economy.”

There is increased Jewish patronage 
for cruises of every description this 
season I learn. One of the main 
factors that have influenced this trend 
is that kosher food is obtainable on 
the voyages being undertaken by the 
Royal Mail Lines’ luxury vessel 
Andes (26,000 tons, fitted with 
stabilisers).

Several readers wrote to me about 
the shore excursion programme and 
in every case I advised leaving the 
excursion around Haifa, where the 
ship will be in port, until the very last 
day.

(although quite understandably in 
very angry mood) for the latecomers. 

Rut if one is taking an independent 
trip and fails to reach the gangway 
at the stated time of departure, then 
nothing can help the unfortunate one. 
So be warned !

THE unusually plain 
indulged in by Mr. _ Philip 
Klutznick when he opened the 
B nai B'rith Convention in Jeru- 
salem brings to the surface tensions 
between the spokesmen of Isracli 
and American Jewry which v swually 
are checked before they become 
too public. Ironically enough, had 
the B'nai B'rith Convention taken 


place in Washington it would 
probably have opened with 
laudatory references Israel. 


Because the Order resolved on the 
symbolic act of meeting in 
Jerusalem, its President, one 
surmises, may have felt the impact 
of the Israeli belief that Jewish 
life in the Diaspora and parti- 
cularly in America can have no 
meaning, 

Denigration of the Diaspora has 
surely gone far enough; and in 
particular pointing the finger of 
scorn at Jews who do not'settle in 
Israel should come to an_ end, 
except in the case of those who 
proclaim themselves to be Zionists. 
Israel is already a source of moral 
inspiration to the Diaspora, and its 
influence should increase, but 
equally so Israel needs the 
Diaspora. At the Bnai_ Brrith 
meeting Dr. Nahum Goldmann 
said that the process of emancipa-: 
tion was a greater danger than all 
that had threatened Jewish sur- 
vival in the past, and referred to 
the disappearance of psychological 
experiences which till recently 
strenethened Jewish consciousness. 
This points to a reassertion of the 
will to strengthen Jewish life 
throughout the world, not to iis 
being sapped through the mis- 
cuided efforts of supposed propa- 
gandists for Israel to prove that the 
Diaspora is somehow second-rate 
and that efforts to sustain it can 
somehow be suspended while the 
State of Israel is built up. A 
reaction to that kind of propa- 
ganda is to be found in Rabbi 
Berman's speech reported this 
week, while Mr. Klutznick gives 
the American view. 

There can be no doubt that 
American Jews, including those 
with a keen practical interest in the 
State of Israel, regard America as 
their home and reject the idea that 
they are in exile. The same holds 
good for the Jews of this country, 
too, notwithstanding the memories 
enshrined in the liturgy. Merely 
to assert such a position is not 


enough. If we are to remain 4 
vigorous and healthy Anglo- 
Jewish community, neither 
indifferent to assimilation nor 


awaiting emigration to Israel, we 
must equip ourselves so that 
Jewish life has meaning for us. It 
must not be something to which 
we do not commit ourselves, which 
will be the case if it is drummed 
into our ears that Anglo-Jewish 
life is merely peripheral to what 
goes on in Israel. Only vigorous 
and healthy Diaspora communities 
can give Israel the continued flow 
of support which she will urgently 
need for many years to come, but 
the supply of means to Israel can- 
not of itself be a raison d'étre of 
the Diaspora, 


DAY SCHOOLS 
CONFERENCE 

Tue first thought stimulated by 
the report of the Conference of 
Jewish Day Schools, which took 
place on Sunday, is one of grati- 
tude to the Chief Rabbi for having 
carried as far as he has done the 
much-needed co-ordination of their 
activities. The goal is far from 
having been reached, but as at one 
Stave jit looked as if it would be 
impossible to get the conflicting 
elements to meet together, there are 
grounds for satisfaction in knowing 
that they have not only met but 
agreed in principle on the desir- 
ability of establishing a consultative 
body. Some of the participants 
have found it necessary to under- 
line their reservations, but it is to 
be hoped that these will fade as the 
working party that was set up gets 
under way. The object of the 
proposed consultative body should 
be first to encourage a_ single 
approach to the ministry when 
Government policy seems likely to 


affect Jewish schools, and secondly 
to. prevent overlapping in the 
development of new schools. Day 
schools are already an outstanding 
feature of Jewish education and 
need to be extended, and it would 
be shameful if competing groups 
used their resources to set 1p more 
than one schoo! in favoured areas 
whi'e leaving others without. No 
one denies that there are differences 
of approach between the different 
groups, but they are not so great 
as to make impossible a combined 
attack on the problems common to 
all of them. That, it is to be hoped, 
will be the eventual result of the 
Chief Rabbi's Conference. 


A WOUND DEEPENED 


Tue decision of the International 
Court of Justice that it has no 
competence to deal with Israel's 
claim against Bulgaria over the 
shooting down of an_ Israeli 
passenger ‘plane in 1955 will come 
as a disappointment. The Bulgarian 
Government's assertion that the 
matter could be brought before 
their own courts is, however, 
unconvincing. Communist courts 
of law, in communist theory and 
practice alike, are instruments of 
government policy, as experience 
showed when the Israelis sued the 
Soviet oil company for breach ol 
contract. Had the Bulgarian 
Government, which admitted its 
liability, intended to pay compen- 
sation, it could have done so any 
time during the past four years. 
It was precisely its refusal to pay 
which forced Israel to have 
recourse to the world Court. 
Moreover, the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment has advanced a reason for 
refusing to pay, namely that Israel 
has already recouped its losses 
from Western insurance companies, 
which being capitalist are presum- 
ably fair game. The Bulgarian 
Government, unlike most satellite 
governments, has had a_ good 
record where Jews and Israel were 
concerned, permitting free emigra- 
tion and allowing a considerable 
measure of communal freedom. 
Its action in shooting down an 
unarmed passenger ‘plane was 
Shocking enough, but its callous 
refusal to pay compensation to the 
victims families and to the air line 
has deepened the wound. 

NEW ISRAELI GROUP 

THe public appearance of the 
“Group tor Political Activity ” in 
Israel was not unexpected. Though 
its members come from differing 
backgrounds, among them Mapai. 
Revisionism, and Orthodoxy, they 
have reached general agreement on 
the need to reform the society 
which has emerged in Isracl, and 
they believe that rone of the exist- 
ing parties can do so. It is not 
clear how they hope to achieve this. 


The individuals comprising the 
group have been carrying on 


propagandist activities for several 
years now. Some of their ideas 
find a sympathetic echo among 
youth, Students, the liberal 
intelligentsia, and unattached 
groups. Some of their points are 
reminiscent of General Dayan’s 
strictures a few months ago and 
can, indeed, be heard in many an 
officers’ mess; yet other planks of 
their platform are shared by other 
parties. To transform a measure 
of benevolent, but platonic, agree- 
ment into “ political activity.” how- 
ever, will be a herculean task. The 
Groups founders have already 
renounced the possibility of work- 
ing through their own and other 
parties, yet have refrained from 
forming a new party. Whatever 
the outcome, frank and objective 
public discussion of Israel's social. 
economic, and political problems 
can do no harm and ought to do 
some good. Among other things. 
it may be expected to act as a 
catalyst for further self-criticism 
inside the existing political parties. 


HUNGARIAN JEW-BAITERS 


THe Bavarian Government's 
stern action against the Hungarian 
fascist and antisemitic editors is 
a step in the right direction. The 
poisonous anti-Jewish propaganda 
which their publications have been 
pouring out for several years has 
long dispelled any sympathy due 
to them as refugees. They have, 
therefore, only themselves to blame 
for the order which the Bavarian 
Minister of Internal Affairs issued 
for them to leave the country. As 
reported in our columns a few 
weeks ago, the publications which 
have prompted the Minister to take 
this action propounded the most 
obnoxious conceptions of racialism, 
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Even in a country less infected 
with this malady, these anti-Jewish 
outpourings would be a. grave 
menace ; in Germany they are posi- 
tively criminal. So far as is known, 
the Government's threat has 
not yet stopped publication of the 
venomous Hungarian sheets. The 
publishers and editors are stated 
to have boasted that they have 
plenty of funds, and will endea- 
vour to carry on by other means. 
But now that the attention of the 
outside world has been drawn to 
this evil affair the Bavarian 
authorities will be rightly blamed 
if they do no more than merely 
threaten. There is rising disquiet 
everywhere at the signs of con- 
tinued and even increasing ant- 
semitic feeling in Germany. No 
German Government can afford to 
permit any further demonstrations 
of that kind of vicious. anti-racial 
propaganda that has brought 
tragedy to millions and everlasting 
shame to the German people them- 
selves, and it is to the credit of 
the present administration that it 
has shown itself alert to the danger 


KOSHER MEAT PRICES 


As the controversy over the 
working of the Consultative 
Committee on Kosher Meat Prices 
obviously has a personal side to it, 


the occasion should be taken to 
express thanks to Mr. Harry 
Samuels for the great devotion 


with which during the three years 
preceding his recent resignation he 
discharged an entirely unenviable 
task. The resolution adopted by 
the Board of Deputies leaves in 
doubt the future of the Committee. 
Some kind of protection needs to 


be provided for the consumer. 
The rabbinate and the Shechita 
boards might have .shown them- 
selves more interested in this 


aspect of kashrut, but if in fact it 
is impossible to expect them to 
add consumer protection to their 
other duties, then a committee 
responsible to the Board of Deputics 
would’ be appropriate. As such a 


committee can do no more than 
recommend fair prices, its 
opinions, if they are to carry 


weight. must be based on the fullest 
information. In any branch ol 
business it is natural for laymen to 
be in the hands of those who are 


engaged the _ trade. The 
business of the committee is to 
correct that tendency as far as 
kosher meat is concerned. and it 


must show itself equipped for the 
purpose,. Too often communal 
leaders have been inclined to 
Shrug off responsibility for prices 
by saying that if a person wishes 
to eat kosher he will afford the 
difference. But the very emphasis 
laid on Kashrut imposes a responsi- 
bility on those who assert its 
importance to ensure that it 
Operates equitably, and to ensure 
fair prices is as much their duty 
as insistence on compliance with 
ritual requirements. 


The 100 Pears Hao 


The following is an extract from 


THe Jewisu of 23, 

S619-——-May 27, 1859: 

SALONICA, Most of the Jews 
of Salonica are descended - from 
Srunish cxiles, who immigrated 
alter the catastrophe in 1492, .. . 
The best proof of. their Spanish 


descent is the universal usage of the 
Spanish language. peculiar 
uncultivated dialect which. they 
speak. It 1s still worse with their 
communications in writing; their 
intercourse in writing is very ill- 
adapted for social wants. 

The Jewish youth is not encouraged 
to any study; the boys at the 
utmost learn Hebrew, and that, too, 
after so obsolete a fashion that the 
majority scarcely ever learn more 
than the mechanical reading of 
their daily prayers. Of arithmetic 
they only know as much as is 
indispensably necessary for their 
business. It very rarely happens 
that a Jew, unless he prepare him- 
self for the rabbinical career, ever 
reads a book. That the education 
of the Israelitish youth here, as well 
as all over the East. should be 
imparted in so defective a manner 
is the more to be regretted, since 
the Jews take no trouble whatever 
to learn the Turkish language.

BATTLE OF THE SCROLLS 


As a fascinated spectator of 
the Battle of the Scrolls, I was-—at 
first—like Rabbi Dr. E. Wiesenberg. 
who wrote in your May 8 issue on 
“ Will History have to be Rewritten ?” 

completely captivated with Dr. 
Cecil Roth's identification of the Dead 
Sea sect with the Zealots—but then 
one or two difficulties obtruded. 


One of the attractions of Dr. Roth's 
theory is that, while the philosophy of 
the Dead Sea sect is known, its poli 
tical history ts obscure ; but with the 
Zealots the reverse is the case. 

Dr. Roth has dovetailed the few 
references in the Dead Sea Scrolls. 
relating to the history of the sect, 
together with the known history of the 
Zealots. | believe that he could have 
gone further and done the same—to a 
limited extent—with their principles. 

Very little is known of the philo- 
sophy which sustained the Zealot 
movement. but one of their ideas can 
be deduced from their actions and 
their name. It seems likely that when- 


ever a Zealot stabbed a Roman 
collaborator—as happened frequently 
expected like Phineas, in the 
Bible. who was “zealous for the 
Lord”—to receive Heavenly 
reward. 


The adjuration to the Dead Sea sect 
to “hate all the Sons of Darkness.” 
together with the ominous injunction 
in their Order of the Community “ no 
one shall put forth his hand to shed 
the blood of the heathen for the sake 


of wealth or gain” would fr «.

“Diary” to the notice of an 
entirely new public. Few of u-. 
who first learned of the existence 
of the “Diary” eleven years ago 
with the publication of the origina! 
Dutch edition, can have imagined 
that this most pitiful yet hopeful 
picture of a shameful epoch could 
appeal to so immense a public. 

In England, where the book made 
an immediate and profound impres- 
sion, popular interest was aroused 
with the publication of a paper- 
back edition in 1954. In America.

on the other hand, success was 
instantaneous, and for twenty-six 
weeks the book was a best-seller. 
Within the next few years it was 
published in many other countries. 
among them Israel, France. the 
Scandinavian countries, and Japan, 
where, significantly, over 100,000 
copies were sold within a few 
months of publication. “We who 
read Anne's ‘Diary’ are longing 
for world peace,” wrote a seven- 
teen-year-old Japanese girl to Otto 
Frank, Anne's father. “ Anne 
showed us the evil of war. and she 
is the symbol of peace.” And a 
Japanese student expressed the 
sense of his country’s guilt: “I can 
only grieve at the sin committed by 
Japan. Please, forgive us. and 
shake hands !” 


In 22 Countries 


By 1959 the “ Diary” had been 
published in twenty-two countries, 
including Italy, Greece, Turkey, 
Spain, Portugal, Poland, and Hun- 
gary; and sales to date are over 
two-and-a-half million. Its impact 
is epitomised in the words of a 
Dutch critic jn “De Groene 
Amsterdammer “ The triumph 
of this tragic book is that at first 
reading we are not felled by the 
infamy of the enemy ; instead, we 
are enchanted by the attitude of a 
young girl who fights. brutality, 
misery, and despair with courage 
and confidence.” 

It is hardly surprising that Otto 
Frank did not find it easy to secure 
publication of the book in Ger- 
many. In 1950, however, “a smal! 
hut reputable firm decided to take 
the risk. The book sold a few 
thousand copies, but it was not a 
general success. “The theme will 
not make it universally popular,” 
wrote one critic. Another asked if 
there was any point in publisning 
it at all. 

Production of the play gave the 
book fresh impetus. Up to the 
present it has been performed in 
over thirty countries and many 
different cities, and everywhere 
its emotional impact has been 
intense. In New York, where it 
was first given in 1954, the play 
won the Pulitzer Prize and the 
Drama Critics’ Circle Award for 
the best play of the 1955-56 season 


Royal Interest 


In Amsterdam Queen Juliana and 
other members of the Roya! Family 
attended a performance; in 
Brussels King Baudouin paid a 
Private visit to the Flemish Theatre 
tO see a performance ; in Istanbul 
seats for the first ten performances 
were sold out weeks in advance ; 
in Liverpool the play broke box- 
office records. 

In October, 1956, the play 
opened for the first time in Ger- 
any, im six cities, one of them in 
East Germany. It produced an 
astonishing change of heart. 

Twelve years of our greatest 
degradation are brought together in 
the diary of a Jewish girl.” wrote 
ihe critic of the “ Frankfiirter 
Allgemeine Zeitung.” adding that it 
was impossible to make an obiec- 
‘ive esthetic judgment of a play 
which “ reopens (and that is to the 
200d) wounds which have not vet 
healed and recalls memories of 
Shame and anguish.” To date. the 
Nay has been given in more than 
4 hundred German cities. and has 
had a total of over 3.400 perform- 
‘neces. There have been no reports 
of hostility. At the end of the p'av 
Many Germans have left the theatre 
in tears ; and at some performances 


they have shown the depth of their 
feeling by refraining from applause. 
Only among the neo-Nazi groups 
of Linz, in Austria, has there been 
any Opposition, on the grounds that 
it would be better to bury a past 
which must inevitably arouse con- 
flict between parents and children. 

Meanwhile, the “ Diary” was 
republished in Germany in 1955, 
and reviewed as though it had not 
appeared already. Between 1950 
and 1958 it sold over half a million 
copies and topped the list of Ger- 
man books with total editions of 
half a million during that period 
in the Federal Republic. Its effect. 
especially on the rising gencration. 
has been electric. The children 
knew nothing of the Hitler persecu- 
tions until they read their parents’ 
guilt in the simple, penetrating 
words of a Jewish child. “If you 
wanted to curse the German people 
as a whole. J should understand,” 
wrote a young German to Anne’s 
father. “ But rest assured that in 
post-war Germany the young curse 
Nazi misrule and mourn with you 


me all those who perished so dread- 
ully. 


Pilgrimage to Belsen 


The feeling of. penitence for a 
crime in which they were not 
directly involved culminated in the 
pilgrimage of over 2,000. young 
Germans to Bergen-Belsen to lay 
flowers on the mass-graves where 
Anne Frank and thousands of 
other victims are buried. “ You 
had to die, Anne.” said one of the 
speakers. “ but I know you did not 
die in vain. We, the young people 
of today. long. as you once longed. 
to believe in the essential goodness 
of mankind.” 

The influence of Anne Frank, 
who died before her sixteenth birth- 
day, is now being given more 
tangible shape. In Frankfort, for 
example, the Youth Circle has

house in which the Frank family 
lived; Anne Frank Youth Groups 
have been founded in Hamburg and 
Munich ; in Kiel a new school has 
been named the “Anne Frank 
School *; in Amsterdam the muni-

Anne attended has been renamed 
after her: Nobel Peace Prize- 


winner, Father Georges Pire, of 
Belgium, has devoted his prize to 
the foundation of his sixth “ Euro- 
pean Village” for destitute Euro- 
pean refugees, tO be called the 
“Anne Frank Village.” 


World Youth Centre 


Potentially the most permanent 
memorial will be the opening of an 
international youth centre in the 
house in Amsterdam's Prinsen- 
gracht, where the Frank family was 
hidden, together with the adjoining 
house. The conception of this 
“Anne Frank Foundation” is 
based on the ideal of universal 

rotherhood: and it will be run 
according to the ideas to which 
Anne Frank gave expression in her 
diary. 

And this German-Jewish 
child has already become a legen- 
dary figure, the symbol of inno- 
cence, gaiety, and endurance in a 
hell so terrible that few who have 
not experienced it can picture its 
horrors. To children the world 
over this child who reveals her 
innermost self in her diary has a 
Special importance. In Germany 
and Japan there is the longing to 
expiate the national guilt: but in 
those countries. as elsewhere, Anne 
symbolises the “ideal” friend for 
whom every child (and many an 
adult) secretly secks. This friend 
who has no existence in real life. 
is never critical: but. applauding. 
approving, and condoning, listens 
endlessly. and as endlessly under- 
stands, Anne had had many friends 
of her own, but she, too, sought the

ideal friend. “I want this diary 
itself to be my friend,” she wrote, 
“and I shall call my friend Kitty.” 
To the children, then, Anne has 
become the ideal friend; and jn 
Anne's gentle, sympathetic father 
they see the ideal father-figure. “| 
want to be your pen-daughter,” 
wrote a Japanese girl recently to 
Otto Frank, “and I want to 
comfort you.” 

The appeal to an older genera- 
tion is naturally rather more 
complex. In the first place, we can 
rejoice that a Jewish child has out- 
lived the degradation of her death, 
and that without rancour or bitter- 
ness she has drawn the eyes of the 
world to the degradation and the 
victory. And we are moved, almost 
unbearably so. because this child 
was an ordinary child. True, she 
was precocious, but children. 
especially Jewish children, are often 
precocious. She was witty and 
amusing, by turn gay and melan- 


choly, like so many other children, 
She was ‘sufficiently sell-assertive 
for the mother of one of her child- 
hood friends to say of her: “ She 
knew what she wanted... .. And she 
knew who she was, too.” Of her 
truly remarkable gift for writing 
there is no doubt: but we do not 
know if this gift would have 
flowered into genius or left her at 
the close of adolescence. Anne her- 
self had no such doubts. “1 want 
to go on living even after my 
death.” she wrote. “ And. there- 
fore, I am grateful to God for 
giving me this 

There have, of course. been other 
heroes and heroines of the per- 
secution era. Yet. while very few 
could hope to emulate the robust 
saintliness of Leo Breck or the 
stark. courage of the defenders of 
the Warsaw ghetto. the fortitude of 
this child is within the compass of 
our own children: and this know-

Leonard Montefiore 


O matter how much they 
may have changed out- 


wardly, two spouses who 
love one another always see each 
other as they were when they first 
met. They never seem to grow 
old. Leonard Montefiore is one 
whom the community loves today 
as much as when he first became 
its servant and one of its leaders. 
It still admires, as it always has 
done, his many virtues ; it tolerates 
and forgives, as it always has done, 
whatever may be his faults and 
weaknesses. 

Although his mother died when 
he was born, there is no command- 
ment more sacred to Robin—as he 
is known to all his friends—than 
the fifth, which he has endeavourec 
faithfully to obey throughout his 
life. An intensely close relation- 
ship existed between him and his 
father, whose only child he was, 
and he always has been and still is 
greatly influenced by the saintliness 
and profound wisdom and learning 
of Claude Montefiore. 


Parental Example 


if man’s character is the product. 
of heredity and environment, Robin 
Montefiore was indeed privileged. 
He saw in his father a great philan- 
thropist, in the literal sense of one 
who sincerely loves his fellow- 
creatures and also in the sense of 
one who is a generous donor to 
causes which benefit others. The 
example set to him was that of an 
Enelishman who deeply loved his 
country and who found in Judaism 
a religion which helped and 
inspired him to try to serve his 


- eountry to the utmost of his ability. 


His father infected him with his 
own great love of literature and an 
interest in history, philosophy, and 
theology. He was brought up to 
have a strong sense of sympathy 
for. and the determination to help. 
the outcast and the fallen, esneci- 
ally his fellow-Jews in any part of 
the world in which they were being 
made to sutter. 


Foremost among his interests ts 
the West London Synagogue. On 


the Executive Committee and 
especially behind the scenes his 
influence there is immense. His 
extraordinary sense of justice and 
his desire for harmony and peace- 
ful co-operation have dominated 
all that he has tried to do during 
the critical years through which the 
synagogue has been passing. 
Adamant on what he considers 


to be essential principles. he has | 


always tried to compromise on 
unessential controversial matters. 
although not everyone will agree 
with him on what is. unessential 
These two characteristics of his 
are to be seen in all that he does. 

He succeeded his father as Chair- 
man of the Froebe! Institute and 
gives of his dest to all that apper- 
tains to its welfare.

One of his main interests bas 
been working for the Central 
British Fund. of which he is still 
Honorary Treasurer after having 
been its Acting Chairman His 
special delight has been to help 
children and young people who 
came here as refugees, and he still 


keeps in touch with many of them. 

His munificent benefactions are 
nearly always gtven anonymously. 
When money is needed and cannot 
be found for any particular person 
Or institution in which he is really 
interested he often most 
venerously provides it himsell, 

He iS a prolific correspondent 
and his letters are always coloured 
by his sense of humour. He has 
an ability to see something comic 
in situations which most people 
would have missed, and because of 
this he is sometimes thought not to 
take seriously matters about which 
he really feels deeply. His conver- 
sation is always full of delighttul 
anecdotes. 


Union Debates 


Although as an undergraduate 
at Balhol he took a leading part tn 
the debates of the Oxford Union, 
he seldom makes public speeches 
now, and tor that reason he is 
better known in the community by 
name rather than in person. He 
is of a retiring and shy disposition 
and would probably prefer now to 
retire altogether from communal 
and social work and to devote him- 
self to his reading. in which he 
delights. But his strong sense of 
duty impels him to continue to 
work for those causes to which he 
has given his allegiance. At 70 he 
retains his old enthusiasms and 
energy and is as mentally alert as 
he ever was.

Anthony Corton 


If something needs solving in 
Luton Jewry there is generally 
one man who can do it. The cry 
goes up, “Send for Tony,” and 
Anthony Corton brings into play 
ideas based on years of dedica- 
tion to the Jewish community in 
this industrial Bedfordshire town, 
30 miles north of London, with a 
personality all its own. 

He was not the first of Luton's 
Jews. But he has earned himself 


the reputation of being one of the 


“founding fathers.” the 
late Rev. H. D. Ritvo was as 
spiritual leader, so “Tony” 


Corton is im lay matters. 

Although he refuses to recog- 
nise it himself, the man who has 
seen the synagogue grow through 
the years has been the inspiration 
of a considerable part of that 
erowth. He came to _ Luton 
steeped in public service. He 
served as Honorary Secretary to 
the synagogue, which, in 1930, 
occupied a small house. 

Then, with the war, arrived the 
influx of people from London 
seeking to escape from the blitz, 
the business men who trans- 
ferred their factories, shops, and 


offices, their wives their 
children. The community grew 
tenfold. Mr. Corton was promi- 


nent in the band of local Jews 
who helped to settle them. 

When the war was over, the 
size of the reasonably permanent 
new Luton community could be 


foreseen. A larger synagogue was 
needed. The leaders of the con- 
eregation, with Mr, Corton at 


their head, worked day and night 
to this end—until that day in 
May, 1953, when the Chief Rabbi 
consecrated the present building. 
Hardly a communal organisa- 
tion in Luton has not had Mr. 
Corton at some time or other 
associated with it. 
Again and again he emphasises 
that communal work is a team job. 
But Luton’s Jewish ee 
now about 1,000 strong, would 
look a lot different without

OLD AND NEW 
MASTERS

Ihe competition to trace and 
acquire old masters, authenticate and 
clean them, and put them on the 
market gets keener and keener, but 
there are still dealers who succeed. 
To draw attention to the particular 
schools in which they specialise all 
the year round it has become custo- 
mary to hold seasonal exhibitions of 
the choicest works specially cata- 
logued with coloured illustrations. 

Such an exhibition is now drawing 
to its close at Leonard Koetser's, 13 
Duke Street, S.W.1, where the hand- 
some catalogue with eight colour- 
plates and ten in half-tone is being 
sold for a mere 3s.

A SCOT AT BEN URI

HAT. Scottie Wilson a 
Jew?” That is the usual 
reaction. Only when he 


agreed to show one of his paintings - 
in the Tercentenary Exhibition at 
the Whitechapel Art Gallery was 
the fact made public. Now he has, 
sO to speak, confirmed it with an 
exhibition at the Ben Uri Art 
Gallery. 

In appearance and accent he is 
the typical music-hall Scotsman— 
a short, stocky man with a proud 
bulbous nose and the jnnocent, 
pale eyes of a clown. 

Scottie was born in Glasgow jin 
1890 (with, of course, quite a 
different name), one of the large 
progeny of working-class Jewish 
parents of Russian origin. His 
mother kept a pawn shop and 
has father earned a living by 


stuffing birds. He had little 
or no _ formal education § and 
certainly no art training. The 


family was extremely poor; but he 
does not bemoan the lack of shoes 
and socks—it was easier to run 
from the coppers! He was put to 
work as a young child, and at the 
age of 16 joined the Army at 
Aldershot and was sent to South 
Africa. A run of luck at Crown 
and Anchor enabled him to “ buy ” 
himself out of the Army, and when 
the money was gone he worked his 
way back to England as a ship's 
stoker. He arrived in Southampton

with £1 in his pocket and spent 
the next few months boxing and 
wrestling at fairs. 

After serving in the First World 
War he went to Canada and opened 
a second-hand furniture shop in 
Toronto. It was there that his art 
career started, for the shop was 
not very busy and he usually sat 
in the back room “ doodling ” with 
tiny pen strokes, giving form to 
what he has described as the 
“strange dreams” which have 
haunted him since childhood. A 
well-known bookbinder and deco- 
rator in Toronto was impressed 
with these designs, and when the 
junk shop folded up he helped 
Scottie to live by his drawings. His 
work was exhibited in Toronto, 
Montreal, and Vancouver. and 
later, when he returned to London, 
he had a series of exhibitions in 
the Gimpel Fils Gallery. 

His technique js based on 
thousands of little pen strokes, 
making up Baroque-like pictures 
of birds and fishes and vegetation 
which resembles topiary. His 
colours are rich and refined, and 
the combination results im an 
original poetic cxpression. 

Scottie Wilson's drawings have 
always been collected by other 
painters. Specimens of his work 
are in the Museum of Modern Art 
in New York and he has exhibited 
in the Museum of Modern Art in 
Paris.

S there a place on the couture

Sauce 


Gooseberries, 4 Ib.; water, 4 pt.; 
sugar, 1 oz.; margarine, 1 o0z.; 
cornflour, 1 teaspoonful. 

Stew the gooseberries with the 
water till soft then rub through a 
Strainer. Return to the saucepan, 
add sugar, margarine, and cornflour 
blended with a tablespoonful of cold 
water.

Stir till boiling and 
continue stirring while it simmers for 
3 minutes. Leave till cold then pour 
into the baked flan case. Whisk the 
egg whites till very stiff, fold in 2 oz.

gooseberries and dredge with caster 
sugar. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350°-375°) until the meringue is set 
and lightly browned. About 20 
minutes.

A Call On Kuprin. By MAvRICE 
EDELMAN. Longmans. 165. 


Maurice Edelman’s latest novel is 
an impeccable performance in th 
manner of Greene. Indeed, it is 
doubtful if the Master himself could 
have mixed the ingredients more 
skilfully. From the moment we join 
the parliamentary ladies and gentle- 
men on the terrace of the House of 
Commons and the Soviet manned 
satellite, the Cholovyek, moves 
brilliantly across the might sky, we 
are drawn into a labyrinth of sex, 
political intrigue, and high adventure 
that does not release us until the last 
line of the last page. 

A reviewer's synopsis can scarcely 
do justice to the story and the skilful 
plot engineering, which takes a 
British M.P. and a Lobby Corre- 
spondent on an urdercover trip to 
Russia in order to bring back to 
England a leading Soviet rocket 
specialist, Kuprin, whom they had 
known when he was a post-graduate 
student at Cambridge. Kuprin must 
be kidnapped or persuaded, and we 
are given to understand that world 
peace hangs on the success or failure 
of the mission. There is a certain 
implausibility in the notion that 
doesn’t matter at all. Mr. Edelman 
cunningly involves his characters in 
a series of situations which recent 
history leads one to believe are not 
altogether uncommon in high-level 

litical intrigue. The M.P. plays 
is réle like a blundering amateur, 
gets drunk and finds himself in bed 
with a male companion, neatly 
framed by the Russian secret police. 


Lobby Correspondent 


More felicitously, the Lobby 
Correspondent becomes amorously 
involved with a.Russian girl, a niece 
of Kuprin’s, which enables Mr. 
Edelman to season his story with a 
strong dash of sophisticated sex. The 
flavouring is liberally enough applied, 
but not too much to cloy the palate 
and the novel closes in a brisk rattle 
of action. 

There are also, of course, such 
Edelman ingredients as the wry-eyed 
view of professional politicians, their 
shop-talk, the amours of their wives, 
and other such club-gossip. Moscow 
is accomplished just as smoothly— 
the fountains in Pushkin Square, the 
chess pavilion in Gorki Park, the 
Hotel Metropole with the floor 
attendants noting the coming and 
going of foreign residents—a mise en 
scene with a synthetic charm that 
exposes Mr. Edelman’s one apparent 
weakness, his inability to select those 


significant details that evoke an 
authentic sense of place. But why 
quibble? “A Call On Kuprin” is 


an excellent piece of entertainment. 
Take it along if you are contemplat- 
ing a week at Sochi—or Brighton, for 
that matter.

Ivo Andric, who is regarded as 
Yugoslavia’s foremost living novelist, 
has that rare gift—a genuine histori- 
cal imagination. He was born and 
bred in Bosnia, a cockpit where 
Turks, Serbs, and Austrians fought 
each other for centuries, and where 
even today the Islamic East rubs 
shoulders with Christian Europe. Both 
these fine novels are set in a small 
Bosnian town, yet both have a 
universality and a compassion which 
transcend the physical limitations of 
the décor. 

The chief character in “ The Bridge 
on the Drina” is the bridge itself 
during three and a half centuries the 
scene of change and conflict, but the 
of continuity, too. Andric 
shows an intimate understanding of 
the minds and customs of each com- 
munity living by the bridge—Moslem, 
Christian, and Jewish. Particularly 
interesting is his description of how 
in times of common misfortune, such 
as a flood, the three groups draw 
together and their leaders form a 
single council. 

“ Bosnian Story ” covers a narrower 
canvas. It concerns the experiences 
of the French and Austrian consuls 
Stationed in Travnik during the 
Napoleonic Wars to spy on each other 
and suborn the Turkish authorities. 
Here the author, who has himself 
served as a diplomat, proves that he 
can view his country through the eyes 
of an outsider as well as a native. 
Among the many roman of histori- 
cal insight are several scenes illus- 
trating the enthusiasm with which 
the Jews regarded the envoys of the 
liberator Napoleon. 

Andric’s style, to judge from these 
two translations, manages to combine 
erudition with a noble simplicity. 


DEAD SEA SCROLLS 


By Professor D. WINTON THOMAS 


The People of the Dead Sea Scrolls. 
By Jouwn Marco Rout- 
ledge & Kegan Paul.

The author of this volume has for 
long been a member of the inter- 
national team working on the Dead 
Sea documents, and many publica- 
tions about them have appeared 
under his name. This latest work 
of his consists of eleven brief 
chapters, covering 37 pages of text, 
and 189 photographs.

in the caves and later in what has 
come to be known as the “ Scrollery,” 
of the scrolls themselves, of 
ruined buildings of Qumran, and of 
personalities who have played a 
prominent part in the story of the 
scrolls. While all have their interest, 
some are especially striking, such as 
those which show the copper scrolls 
and the process by which they were 
cut into strips for easier decipher- 
ment, those, too, which give close-up 
views of the two inkwells, ‘the buried 
animal bones, and the hoard of 
coins. 

The text is written in an attrac- 
tively popular style. Within so 
narrow a compass there is naturally 
no room for debate, and the author 
is content to state the pattern of inter- 
pretation which is now the familiar 
one. In essence it is that the build- 
ings of Qumran are the remains of 
an Essene monastery, that some at 
least of the scrolls were written by 
Essenes, and that the scrolls repre- 
sent the library of the Essene 
community. In other words, the 
buildings and their occupants, the 
scrolls, and the caves are all regarded 
as interconnected. This pattern of

ON BEING 


EFFICIENT 


BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT 


HILE recommending my 
W fellow-workers to visit 

the Business Efficiency 
Exhibition at Olympia (open until 
the end of the week) I advise them 
at all costs to keep their bosses 
away from it if they want to retain 
their ~=jobs. For the efficient 
“executive” is now so _ highly 
mechanised that it seems he may 
soon be almost able to dispense 
with human assistance altogether. 
Almost; but—still your fears—not 
quite. 

The main purpose of this new 
streamlined Efficiency is simply 
this—to give the boss more time to 
think, to make long-term plans for 
the future; and this he cannot do 
if he is bogged down with detail. 
So he can now dictate letters to an 
electronic typewriter, get cheques 


- signed a thousand to the hour, get 


into contact with members of his 
stall by means of a sort of “ walkie- 
talkie,” and. purchase a machine 
that will perform calculations of 
frightening complexity in a matter 
of seconds. Thus he will save time 
that will be devoted by the Efficient 
Executive to  cerebration — or 
perhaps by the less efficient one to 
golf. 


Fantastic Rate 


Let us take a respectful glance 
at the Type 555 Electronic Calcu- 
lator demonstrating stock account- 
ing with automatic price averaging, 
and the 902 Tabulator, shown by 
International Computers and Tabu- 
lators, Ltd. This is one of the 
few punched-card electronic calcu- 
lators: with magnetic drum storage. 
The 80-column units also include an 
Interpreter, which can be used to 
interpret either round-hole or 
slotted-hole cards. “ Double 
Eighty” equipment includes the 
Samastronic high-speed Tabulator, 
which prints at 300 lines (42,000 
characters) per minute. You under- 
stand that all right ? Neither did IL. 

So not understanding, I asked. 
What js the advantage of the elec- 
tronic computer over the conven- 
tional type? Speed, was the 
answer. The electronic machine 
works at a fantastic rate: calcula- 
tions that on an ordinary machine 
might take as long as one seven- 
thousandth part of a second can 
be done electronically in one seven- 
millionth part. That's Shell, that 
was. 

To an ignorafhus such as the 
writer it would not seem that this 
Variation between tiny fractions of 
a second could make any significant 
difference; but it was pointed out 
that the machine is performing not 
One but millions of operations, so 
that the cumulative saving of time 
is appreciable. 

_ By the use of modern machinery 
it is possible to solve in a matter 
of minutes problems that would 


weeks. As an example, a man con- 
ducting a hire-purchase business 
wants to employ the minimum of 
capital in financing it, devoting any 
surplus to purchases. With repay- 
ments coming in, the amount of 
capital that must be tied up will 
vary from day to day, and the task 
of computing these needs might 
daunt a Newton. It doesn't daunt 
the machine. 

Of course, the machine cannot 
think : when somebody invents a 
machine that can we shall really 
have to worry about our jobs. But 
in its magnetic drum it has some- 
thing that corresponds to the 
human memory; and it is also 
capable (within a certain range) of 
making decisions. 

I was fascinated to learn, by the 
way, that when confronted with an 
unanswerable question the machine 
produces a stream of nonsense. On 
second thoughts, though, perhaps 
that is not so marvellous. I do 
it myself. 


Accent on Electronics 


Throughout the Exhibition the 
accent seems to be on electronics. 
Gestetners show an Electronic 
Scanner, which can produce a 
stencil of any document or picture 
In am average of a quarter of an 
hour. Electronics will answer your 
telephone for you and take and 
record messages. It may, for aught 
I know, bath you and dress you 
in the morning. 

From these modern miracles it is 
almost a relief to turn to something 
so relatively medieval as the inter- 
office telephone, of which the 
British Home and Office Telephone 
Co., Lid., are showing an attractive 
new range, the Aristocrat, in five 
different shades of plastic.

A STEP FORWARD 


The Belgrade Theatre, Coventry, 
are this week presenting Arnold 
Wesker’s new play, Roots. Quieter 
in its argument, and depending more 
on story than on debate, it is a great 
step forward from Chicken Soup and 
Barley. Ronnie Kahn, the young 
Jewish Socialist of the earlier play, 
dominates the action of the second 
work, although he never appears We 
are in a Norfolk farm, brought to 
life by Wesker'’s keen powers of 
observation; though the earthiness 
and slow thinking of the muted 
characters tend at times to dullness. 
To this homestead, Beattie, the 
daughter, who has met and fallen in 
love with Ronnie, returns. She is 
filled with a gospel, which she only 
half understands, but tries to com- 
municate with interminable quotations 
from Ronnie. “ You must ask ques- 
tions.” she cries, “talking is living.” 
But it means little, until at the end, 
in a speech of great lyrical beauty, 
after Ronnie has thrown her over, 
she evolves her own philosophy of 
life. and suddenly realises that she is 
a personality, and no longer a mouth- 
piece. Joan Plowright’s chuckle, as 
she cries, “Why, it's me_ that’s 
talking.” gives a finishing touch to a 
performance that throughout has been 
delightful. 


Zero Mostel is worth his weight 
(which is considerable) in gold to 
any production. He is master of 
mime in a mad and zany way, and 
like all clowns he has the touch of 
sadness which can torment and tear 
at the heart-strings. His performance 
as Leopold Bloom, the Dublin Jew, 
in Ulysses in Nighttown at the Arts 
almost saved the evening. Those 
who have not been able to wade 
through the novel by James Joyce 
(and how few have”) will find the 
play just as indigestible. It is a 
mixture of dreams and day-dreams, 
dance, mime, harlotry, bound together 
by a ceaseless flow of words in dog- 
Latin, pidgin-Hebrew, and Rabelaisian 
Anglo-Irish, which all adds up to 
nothing. Ca 

All the oldest cliché’s of farce are 
assembled to make up “Caught 
Napping™ at the PiccadiJly Theatre. 
A talented company do their best 
with this frolic about life in a school 
that is improbable even by the 
standards of farce; but they can 
make litthe more than a charade out 
of it.

“A RACKET” 


Sirn,—-I was taken aback at the 
scathing remarks by a learned rabbi 
and counsel on traders handling 
Passover goods made at an A.J.A. 
brains trust, published in your last 
week's issue. Of course, genuinely 
Kosher-for-Passover foods are more 
expensive than those ordinarily 
purchased during the course of the 
year. Before unjustifiably blaming 
the Beth Din. trader, or baker, it 


| would be only fair, calmly but care- 


fully, to investigate the situation. 


The factory (a non-Jewish concern) 
producing chocolates for us normally 
produces some twenty tons a da) 
for the home and export markets. 
To manufacture just a few tons 
specially for the Passover trade their 
extensive plant has to be stopped, 
art has to be dismantled and 
- an authorised Beth 
Din Shomer remains in the factory 
and supervises the whole of the 
manufacture and the packing and 
sealing. While the Beth Din makes 
no charge. the individual shomer has 
to be paid his fares and services. The 
consequent increase in price of choco- 
lates is actually out of all propor- 
tion to the toss entailed in 
disorganisation ina large. factory. 

As regards to cakes, the basic 
ingredient for Passover is ground 
almonds—at all times an expensive 
commodity. Here again the mills’ 
(non-Jewish) regular running has to 
be stopped, the mill Aashered, and a 
reputed shomer supervises the whole 
manufacture. The extra charge by 
the mill again does not fully compen- 
sate for the disorganisation suffered 
and payment of the shomer’s wages, 
etc.

while there are about ten bakers 
under Beth Din supervision for 
general trade during the course of 
the year, yet for Passover these 
bakers have been dropping out one

TAKE-OVER BID 
ROCKS CITY

Once again Mr. Charles Clore, the 
master of the “ take-over,” has rocked 
the City with his surprise bid for the 
shares of Watney Mann. As usual 
the share market had not the slightest 
inkling of his pending offer and the 
Watney Mann Board only learned 
about it through the press. The 
resuit on share prices was for Watney 
Mann to rocket up far over Mr. 
Clore’s bid level of 60s., for the 
“ House” is well acquainted with the 
opening gambits and was already dis- 
counting the further moves. 

Whichever way the battle goes one 
thing is certain. Mr. Clore, with his 
eve to a property deal, has shown 
what in fact the Watney Mann Chair- 
man indicated at the last mecting. 
that many brewery properties would 
be far more valuable if used for 
other purposes. That had its effect 
on brewery share prices as a whole, 
and it is certain that Mr. Clore’s 
latest intervention is causing some 
very deep thought in many a brewery 
board room. Take-overs are not 
combated after the bid is made, but 
long before, by Board's wringing 
every ounce of efficiency and profit 
out of their company’s assets and 
earnings potential.

SELMAN WAKSMAN 


By MAURICE GOLDSMITH 


HE coming of penicillin 

ushered in an intensive hunt 

for other antibiotics. But 
there were no more lucky accidents 
as there was with penicillin. The 
new cures were the result of 
backbreaking research. This was 
particularly true in the case of 
streptomycin. 


Its discoverer was Russian-born 
Professor Selman A. Waksman, 
who has lived in the United States 
of America for half-a-century. 
He is a soil bacteriologist, that is, 
he is concerned with the study of 
the microbes in the earth. 

An antibiotic is a chemical sub- 
Stance that can prevent the spread 
of or even destroy certain 
organisms which cause disease. 
The antibiotic is itself produced 
by another organism so small that 
there are millions in an ounce of 
earth. 


Destroying Disease Germs 


It is in this field that Waksman 
his world reputation. 
His many years of study of the 
microbial inhabitants of the soil 
and of how they fight each other 
in the struggle for survival, led him 
to ask whether some of them could 
not be useful to man to help 
destroy disease-bearing germs. In 
1939 he began to hunt for an anti- 
biotic which would destroy these 
germs and which would not be 
harmful to the human person. 

He had to develop a method of 
“screening the soil. Then he 
applied this in examining no fewer 
than ten thousand samples of soil. 
He found about 1,000 organisms 
that seemed to have the properties 
he was looking for. But only 100 
of them had the quality of prevent- 
ing the spread of other organisms. 
Of those he was only able to 
isolate ten. And of those only one 
was worth bothering about. That 
was streptomycin. 

It took him four years of hard 
work to find this antibiotic, which 


he announced to 
January, 1944, 
Waksman admits he owes a great 
deal to his wife Bertha (whom he 
calls affectionately “ Bobili”), But 
the keynote of his work is his 
tremendous enthusiasm.

There are various 
kinds of records; some are written 
on long parchment rolls, others on 
small strips of parchment, and some 
even on pieces of wood. Many are 
written in =@:brew, as well as Latin. 
Though only scholars can understand 
that ancient language, the Hebrew 
used by the Jews of Norman England 
can be understood by anyone using 
Hebrew today.

BUENOS AIRES 

The danger of assimilation facing 
Jews in small tsolated communities, 
where on average every third Jew 
marries out of the faith. was dis- 
cussed at the fourth Congress of the 
Federation of Jewish Communities of 
Argentina held here this week. 

Mrs. Golda Meir, the Israeli 
Foreign Minister. was the guest of 
honour at the opening session of the 
conference. which was attended by 
280 delegates representing 110 Jewish 
communities. In her address Mrs. 
Meir said that Argentine Jewry was 
one of the best organised communities 
mn the Diaspora. 

Preseniing the Federation's report, 
Mr. Emilio Gutkin. the President, said 
that only ten communities in Argen- 


tina had more than 500 Jewish 
families. Buenos Aires with 60.000 
Jewish families was the _ largest 
community. 


During the debate it was stressed 
that i the small isolated communt- 
tics intermarriage accounted for one 
third of the total number of mar- 
riages. There was a necessity for

paigns. and the reluctance to emigrate 
derided.” 

The President issued a warning that 
“importuning calls for wholesale 
migration—if contemplated—are not 
only foredoomed to failure but are 
detrimental to Isracl by their negative 
attitude to Jewish life elsewhere in 
the world.” 

While supporting Isracl’s sovereign 
right to encourage immigration, Mr. 
Klutznick challenged the concept that 
Jewish life in the free world outside 
Isracl was threatened with extinction. 
There could be no greater crisis for 
Israel than .the disintegration of 
Jewish life in the United States, he 
declared, adding that the rebirth of 
Isracl was the most pervading single 
fact of Jewish life. He pleaded with 
the Israelis to recognise the religious 
distinctions between Orthodox, Con- 
servative. and Reform Judaism. 

Objection was also taken by Mr. 
Klutznick to the use of the word 
“ Diaspora” as self-exile for the Jews 
with the absurd connotation of 
second-class Jewishness. 

Dr. Edwin Guggenheim, of Ziirich, 
told the convention that a B'nai B'rith 
lodge is now being established in West 


Berlin. This will be the first B'nai 
Brith lodge in Germany since the 
Nazis forcibly dissolved all its lodges 


in 1937. 

President Ben-7vi, who greeted the 
conference. was made an honorary 
member of Bnai B'rith.

JERUSALEM 

Agreement has reached 
between the West German Govern- 
ment and B nai Brith for the payment 
by Germany of 10 million marks 
(about £833,333) as compensation for 
the Bnai Brith properties confiscated 
by the Nazis in 1937. 

Half of the sum is to be paid now 
and the rest in 1962. The compensa- 
tion covers only the movable assets 
of 105 lodges in 84 German cities and 
towns. Most of the money will be 
used to help former B'nai B'rith mem- 
bers of these lodges now [fiving in 
Israel, Latin America, and Europe.

WATER FOUND

Water has been found in the arava, 
the desert area to the north of Elath, 
hitherto thought to be completely 
waterless. The discovery is the result 
of the application of a revolutionary 
geological method advocated by a 
non-Jewish German engineer. Stephen 
Riess. 

Riess, who fled from Gemany dur- 
ing the Hitler régime, believes that 
water is generated underground by 
the earth’s gaseous core. He first 
tested his theory successfully in an 
arid area in Arizona belonging to Mr. 
Nathan Mendelsohn, a New York 
social worker. . His discovery of water 
in this area made them both rich, and 
about 18 months ago Mendelsohn 
brought Riess to Israel where local 
experts were sceptical of his theories.

ALLEGED LETTER BY

JERUSALEM 

Officials of the Soviet Embassy in 
Tel Aviv have refused to comment on 
the letter, said to be from 107 Russian 
Jews in Israel, which was printed in 
the Moscow newspaper “ Trud.” The 
officials stated that they were not 
“aware of the letter.” 

In their letter the Russian Jews 
who had emigrated to Israel are 
alleged to have asked President 
Voroshilov to allow them to return 
to Russia. They complained of 
hardships in Israel and pleaded that 
they had been deceived by Zionist 
propaganda, and asked for help. in 
their repatriation. 

Official circles in Jerusalem believe 
that the letter may be a fabrication 
or else several years old. If true, 
the letter was probably sent early in 
1956 because while referring to 
imperialism it does not mention the 
Sinai campaign, There is a reference 
to a woman Labour Minister in Israel, 
but Mrs. Golda Meir ceased to be 
Labour Minister early in 1956.
